HE Eleventh Biennial of the General Federation 

of Women Clubs is drawing near, and American 
clubwomen are perfecting their plans to meet on the Pacific 
coast, at San Francisco, June 24th to July 5th, for a season 
of general conference and discussion. ‘The Woman’s Club 
in America has developed along so many lines of literary, 
social, philanthropic and civic endeavor that its interest is 
only limited by life itself and the program for the San 
Francisco Biennial briefly outlined in this number of The 
Keystone touches on so many present day problems and 
endeavors that any taste can be satisfied and all interests are 
provided for. It is hoped that there will be a large attend- 
ance at this California meeting. At the Boston Biennial, 
in 1908, there were 1,186 delegates present, at the Cin- 
cinnati Biennial, in 1910, there were 979 delegates present, 
and it is to be hoped that San Francisco will equal Boston 
in attracting the American clubwoman to her great biennial 


conference. 


S others see us: The Keystone might just as well 
be called “The Keynote.” That Charleston monthly, 
owned and edited by the Misses Poppenheim, as a vehicle 
of publicity for the various women’s clubs of the State, has 
always sounded the right note. If the magazine reflects 
faithfully the spirit of its clientele, and it must, or it could 
not survive, then the commonwealth is blessed with very 
many organizations of women which have the highest and 
cleanest, the most practical and efficient as well as altruistic 
purposes.—The Daily Record, Columbia, S. C., March 
I9, 1912. 
HE Children’s Bureau has at last become a department 
of the Federal government, and those working for its 
establishment for the past five years now see the realiza- 
tion of their hopes. Miss Julia Lathrop, of Chicago, a 
graduate of Vassar, a resident of Hull House, and an 
experienced social worker of independent personal fortune, 
has been selected for the head of this department, with a 
salary of $5,000 per year, thus becoming the first woman 
head of a Federal bureau. The January Keystone, in an 
editorial, bespoke the interest and co-operation of Southern 
clubwomen in this legislation for the conservation of child- 


hood, and our readers have doubtless followed in the daily ’ 


press the fate of the measure to its happy .consummation. 
The problems of child raising and child saving will now have 
a central bureau for investigation and solution. 


HE middle-aged women is to be found in the majority 

of club and patriotic organization work, and it is quite 
natural that her energy should find an outlet in these 
endeavors of womankind. Miss Tarbell, in an article in 
the May American Magazine, on the “Irresponsible Woman 
and the Friendless Child,” says: 


“A woman of fifty or sixty, who has succeeded, has come to a point 
of sound philosophy and serenity which is of the utmost value in the 
mental and spiritual development of the group to which she belongs. 
Life at every one of its seven stages has its peculiar harrowing experi- 
ences: Hope mingles with uncertaintly in youth; fear and struggle char- 


acterize early manhood; disillusionment, the question whether it is worth 
while, fill the years from forty to fifty, but resolute grappling with 
each period brings one out almost inevitably into a fine serene certainty, 
which cannot but have its effect on those who are younger. Ripe old age, 


ts useful and understanding, is one of the finest influences in the 
world.” 


These are words of inspiration to those organizations 
who number among their members this type of woman. 
Her services should be called for in that ripe period of the 
fifties and thus many interrupted terms and unfilled duties 
of office would thus be avoided im club activities. 


AVING Time, Strength and Energy in Social, Civic 

and Health Work:—The writer has recently met many 
small groups of workers in a number of States for the care- 
ful consideration of local problems and difficulties, and the 
methods for meeting them. One overwhelming impression 
coming from those conferences is the vast waste of time, 
strength and energy, because of faulty methods and mis- 
directed effort. 

First. Don’t quarrel with your town. Don’t criticise 
public officials. Don’t take refusal to help as being per- 
sonal affronts. Don’t remember past refusals or past diffi- 
culties. Don't fail to ask the same people the next time 
you need help. Don’t worry. Don’t get excited. Don’t 
allow your feelings to be harrowed by suffering or need in 
any direction. Don't think that “nothing can be done.” 
Don't fail to stop and look and listen before you do the next 
thing. Get ready before you start. Don’t take up any 
work unless you think that you can make it go. Don't 
allow yourself to be a martyr for a failure. Don’t fail to 
do the little things in a big, comprehensive, far-reaching 
fashion. Don't allow discussion in meetings of work that 
can't be done, or people who won't help, or officials who 
refuse to take your advice. Don't fail to get a good psy- 
chological situation for yourself and your associates. 

Now and then sit down and carefully consider the work 
you are doing. Without anxiety seek to discover if you 
are doing it all in the best way. Note whether or.not you 
are wasting your energy or your time in the methods used 
in calling a committee together, or in the way you keep 
your notes, or in your failure to gather together certain 
desirable material. Study how to do things, and observe 
how you are doing them. 

Where your office is the home, plan by all means for a 
desk for your club or social work. Get together here all 
of your material. Gradually gather a few simple office 
helps. Get a postal scales so that you need not hesitate, 
and question, and carry around a letter or roll of mail 
because you fear that the postage is not correct. Have an 
abundance of scratch pads always ready for instant use. 
Of course, pencils should be ready in abundance. 

Study your telephone methods, When you answer 
always tell your name and number. Then the “other end 
of the line” need not waste several seconds asking who you 
are. Havea pad, or several of them, fastened within reach, 
also a pencil arranged so that it cannot be carried away. 
Prepare your select list of numbers you call most frequently. 
Have a desk instrument by all means. Then you can stand 
or sit or move about with restful freedom of action. Great

HE Fourteenth Annual Convention of the South Caro- 

lina Federation of Women’s Clubs was opened in the 
Opera House, Abbeville, the evening of May 6th. The 
invocation was made by Rev. Louis Bristow, and the 
addresses of welcome by Mayor Gambrell and Mrs. M. T. 
Coleman, president of the local clubs; the response was most 
graciously given by Mrs. Alex. Long, first vice president 
(in original verses). Fraternal greetings were extended 
from the South Carolina U. D. C. through Mrs. C. E. Gra- 
ham, State President, and from the Georgia Federation 
through their State President, Mrs. H. C. White, who told 
of the work being accomplished by the Georgia clubwomen. 
Mrs. White was the guest of honor of the Federation 
attending several sessions, and extended an invitation to 
the South Carolina clubwomen to join the Georgia delega- 
tion in Atlanta and secure places in the special car they 
are arranging to send to the San [‘rancisco Biennial. 

The president, Mrs. Visanska, reported thirty-five clubs 
admitted during the past two years, twelve during the past 
year as follows: 

Bennettsville, Tuesday Study Club; Bishopville, Civic League; Chester, 
Wednesday Domestic Science Club; Gaffney, Sorosis; Greenwood, Hos- 
pital Association, “G. F. C.” Club, Study Club; Indiantown, Mothers’ 
Club; Orangeburg, Domestic Science Club; Rock Hill, Castalian Club; 
St. Matthews, D. B. Johnson Chapter Winthrop Daughters; Winnsboro, 
Civic League. 

Making a total of ninety-five clubs with membership of 
6,245. She made a plea for closer relations between the 
clubs and chairman of department, spoke in detail of the 
legislative work of Federation, urging continued effort in 
behalf of medical inspection, and also urged the continued 
support of more scholarships at \Vinthrop and made a plea 
for more uniform dates for club election, and an appro- 
priation of $25 out of State treasury to General Federa- 
tion endowment fund. The chairman of the Credential 
Committee, Mrs. G. E. Gibbon, reported as present five 
officers, four chairmen and eighty-six delegates, represent- 
ing fifty-seven clubs, making a total of ninety-five. At 
Columbia last year there were 111 present, representing 
fifty-eight clubs. The business sessions were held in the 
courthouse, the evening session in the Opera House and the 
lunches in a hall near by, the Andrew Hamilton Chapter 
D. A. R. being hostess on Tuesday, and the Music Club on 
Wednesday. In the absence of the recording secretary, 
Miss Mary Waterhouse, Miss R. C. Cooley was appointed 
secretary pro tem., and made so satisfactory an officer that 
she was elected for next year. The treasurer, Mrs. Gary, 
reported $411 collected, $191 expended, leaving a_bal- 
ance on hand of $219. 


The chairman of education, Mrs. C. E. Graham, made an 
earnest appeal for more scholarships and reported as in her 
possession now two scholarships at Winthrop entirely sup- 
ported by the Federation; one at South Carolina Kinder- 
garten Training School, valued at $75; one at College for 
Women, Columbia, $100; one at Lander College, Green- 
wood, $40; four at Coker College, Hartsville, each $50; 
one at Columbia College, $50; one at Confederate Home, 
Charleston, $100. These scholarships are awarded by com- 
petitive examination, and are open to needy girls endorsed 
by clubwomen. When Mrs. Graham made a plea for 
subscription, in a few minutes pledges amounting to $336 
were made on the floor, so that this year we will have 
three scholarships at Winthrop and a balance. It was 
regretted by all that Mrs. Graham’s duties as president of 
the South Carolina Division of U. D. C. would. prevent her 
from continuing as chairman of education. The plan intro- 
duced last year by Mrs. Visanska, of having clubs report 
according to their special line of work in connection with 
the State departments, was again carried out this year, and 
showed twenty-six interested in civics, thirty-two in litera- 
ture, eighteen in education, seven in library, five in music, 
and seven difficult to classify. These club reports all 
showed local activity in civics and literature, and an increase 
library and domestic science interests. Almost every club 
observes Reciprocity Day and Clean-Up Day in some way, 
and there was an effort to co-operate with State Federa- 
tion. The legislative chairman, Mrs. Long, reported the 
juvenile court law as passed, medical inspection in schools 
vetoed by Governor, and the National Children’s Bureau 
also passed. The Federation endorsed the following recom- 
mendation to be worked for next year: Continued effort on 
medical inspection, compulsory education and library com- 
missions and the Federal accident compensation bill, also a 
bill which will have similar effect in the State. The Indus- 
trial School Committee reported, through Mrs. McKissick, 
that the Legislature has appropriated $15,000, and that the 
Federation fund is $1,227.76. She recommended appro- 
priating $1,100 for establishing a library at the Reform- 
atory, as she had promised assistance from Carnegie author- 
ities; this was adopted, leaving the $125 for a suitable 
memorial tablet to Mrs. Patterson. The literature and 
reciprocity department, through the chairman, Miss Louisa 
Poppenheim, reported 336 yearbooks, and 172 papers on 
file in Reciprocity Bureau, for exchange among clubs; made 
a plea for all clubs to print some kind of program. Ten 
papers were submitted in literary contest, and the successful 
ones read at Fine Arts Session were Ruskin and the New 
Sense of Brotherhood, by Mrs. G. E. Gibbon, Century Club, 
Charleston, and The Uses of Wealth, by Mrs. W. F. 
Humphries, Woman's Club, Gaffney. The Literature 
Committee next year will decide upon a subject for literary 
contest and only one paper willbe read, and a distinguished 
literary speaker will be secured for other place. The music 
given at this session was the best ever presented; Mrs. 
Charles Kirby, Miss Gertrude Burnett, Mrs. A. C. Blotcky, 
of Spartanburg, Mrs, W. B. Steele, Anderson and Abbe- 
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ville Music Club taking part. In the absence of chairmen 
of Domestic Science, Civil Service Reform, Arts and 
Handicrafts and Health, no special plans were suggested. 
The Library Extension department, through its chairman, 
Mrs. Avery Patton, reported only twelve libraries located 
and complete disorganization. It was decided to continue 
work on collecting libraries and to reorganize the depart- 
ment. At the suggestion of chairman of Civics, Mrs. 
McKissick, the Federation will undertake the study of the 
legal status of women and will work for a bill raising the 
age of consent of women from fourteen to eighteen. Mrs. 
Shankle made a plea for the Willard Industrial School, and 
aroused an interest in these mountaineer people. ‘The fol- 
lowing officers and chairmen of departments were elected:

Chairman of Education—Mrs. Frank Gary, Abbeville; Library Exten- 
sion—Mrs. H. P. Lynch, Cheraw; Domestic Science—Mrs. H. C. Wanna- 
maker, Orangeburg; Health—Dr. Rosa Gantt, Spartanburg; Civics— 
Mrs. J. M. Visanska, Charleston; Arts and Handicraft—Mrs. W. H. 
Ruff, Ridgeway; Literature and Reciprocity—Mrs. G. E. Gibbon, 
Charleston; Music—Mrs. C. C. Kirby, Spartanburg.

The automobile drive around historic Abbeville was rest- 
ful and refreshing, the reception Monday night after open- 
ing session gave opportunity for delegates to get acquainted 
at beginning of convention, and the reception given by 


‘Civic Club, at Mrs. Coleman’s residence Wednesday night, 


was greatly enjoyed by all. The board meeting on Thurs- 
day morning was conducted leisurely, giving all a chance 
to take afternoon train home. The hospitality of Abbeviile 
was unbounded, and the men of Abbeville were most help- 
ful and interested. ‘The Abbeville convention was success- 
ful in every way and marks an epoch in the Federation— 
the beginning of a period of reorganization along many 
lines. 

SoutTH CAROLINA clubwomen will be interested to know 
that Mrs. Barton Miller, of Charleston, president of the 
National Congress of Rivers and Harbors, has been invited 
by the president of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs to bring greetings from her organization to the San 
Francisco Biennial, as the guest of the Federation. Only 
presidents of national organizations have been extended the 
courtesy, and South Carolina is proud to claim one of these 
leaders. 

CLUBWOMEN will be gratified to hear that the Litera- 
ture Committee of the General Federation has invited the 
past chairman of the S. C. Literature Committee, Miss 
Louisa Poppenheim, to speak at the Literature Conference 
at the San Francisco Biennial, and the Civil Service Reform 
Committee has invited Mrs. John Russell to speak at that 
session, giving South Carolina club work recognition out 
in the general organization.

HE June Keystone will have a full account of the Holly 

“prings meeting of the Mississippi Federation. Since 
the last convention at Clarkesdale the following clubs have 
joined the ranks of the Mississippi Federation: Civic Club 
League of Holly Springs, North Mississippi Music Club 
of Water Valley, Fortnightly Club of Waynesboro, 
Wednesday Club of Hattiesburg and the Woman’s Book 
Club of Friars Point. The Emerald Club of Corinth will 
probably federate before the next convention, and will bring 
the number of clubs composing the Federation to eighty. 

HOLLY SPRINGS is near the Tennessee line, forty-two 
miles from Memphis. Indeed, we often speak of our- 
selves as a suburb of that growing city. It gets much of 
our trade, and in return we have furnished it with much 
good material for its upbuilding. Its present mayor was 
a few years ago a bright: little boy playing on our streets, 
and attending our schools. A former mayor was also born 
and reared in Holly Springs, and a goodly number of its 
its best citizens and business men went from this little 
town. We have also furnished it some of the choicest 
women—women whose names are well known in literary, 
social and philanthropic circles. The efficient secretary of 
the juvenile court was born and married here. But we 
have not sent away all of our good men and women, and 
though our town does not boast of wealth or numbers, it 
hopes always to keep up with its reputation, established 
long ago, for open-hearted hospitality. The Federation 
was to be entertained by the principal clubs, though the 
citizens generally are joining us in plans for a pleasant three 
days for the visitors. 

The Thursday Club is now in its sixteenth year, and has 
had for its presidents, several gifted women. It is purely 
literary in its work, and closes each meeting with a social 
half hour, during which refreshments are served. The 
membership is limited to forty-five, and there is always an 
eager desire to filla vacancy. For several years they have 
studied a country, its manners, customs, history and litera- 
ture. This year has been devoted to England up to the 
period of Mary Tudor. 

The Civic League is the outgrowth of the Village 
Improvement Club, organized in 1901. It has undertaken 
the improvement of the town, along various lines; its prog- 
ress is very slow, as it is hard to depart from the customs 
of our ancestors, but we hope for greater things in the 
future. 

THE Woman's Belzona, has enjoyed a profitable 
winter's work. \Ve forwarded to our members of the Leg- 
islature the printed matter on “Child Labor Law,” and 
that regulating hours for working women, immediately 
upon receiving it from Federation. We have kept up our 
library, have put in a Lyceum Course from Rice's Bureau, 
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Nashville, that has been very beneficial Have given 
money for public school enterprises. Our study this 
winter with Shakespeare has been one of the most satis- 
factory we have had since the club was organized. I can 
safely say that the Women’s Club has done more for the 
uplift of our town than any organized body outside of 
churches and their work.

HE meeting of the Executive Board of the Florida Fed- 

eration recently held in Palatha, was one of the most 
enthusiastic that has been known in the history of the Fed- 
eration; seventeen members were present at the sessions held 
at the Putman House. Reports from chairmen of civics, 
social conditions, health and club extension were read. 
Mrs. M. E. Randall, of Lairtey, has been visiting a number 
of towns, lecturing to school children, teachers and mothers 
on school hygiene. Mrs. George Gay, Palatka, chairman 
of Civics, has also been visiting clubs in various parts of 
the State, telling them how to improve their towns, and 
urging the purchase of modern trash receptacles. Mrs.

Henry Wright to travel and lecture before clubs on com- 
pulsory education, child labor, better school and better con- 
ditions in public institutions. 

The place of meeting for next convention was not decided 
upon. Mrs. Wm. Young, Jacksonville, chairman of 
Arrangements for General Federation Biennial, reported a 
private car for the eighteen delegates which will go to San 
Francisco. 

“A preliminary nominating committee, consisting of Mrs. 
George Gay, Mrs. M. E. Randall and Mrs. W. P. Corbett, 
of Jacksonville, was appointed by the president to secure 
a satisfactory ticket for the next November election. All 
clubs’ are requested to send their suggestions to this com- 
mittee. 

“The subject of the State flower was also discussed and 
the unanimous vote was in favor of the orange blossom. 

‘““A communication was read from Los Angeles urging 
the Federation to use their influence with Congress to erect 
a colossal statue of Peace at the entrance of the Panama 
Canal..

AE annual meeting of the Virginia Federation met in 

Staunton with its opening session on the first. ‘The 
president, Mrs. W. \V. King, was also the president of the 
entertaining club, and was equally happy as hostess or pre- 
siding officer. ‘The annual election resulted in the unani- 
mous choice of Mrs. M. M. Caldwell, of Roanoke, for 
incoming president, Mrs. W. T. Harris, retaining the office 
of secretary. 

The center of interest was in Mrs. Mumford, of Rich- 
mond, whose story of the defeat of the ““Woman’s College” 
bill in the Virginia Assembly was such a clear statement of 
the purposes of the bill, such a humorous recital of the 
pugnacious proclivities of the fighting element of university 
alumni, such an eloquent appeal for the lining up of forces 
before the next session of the assembly, that the convention 
of Virginia clubwomen was kept at “attention” every 
moment of her talk. The truth in her closing sentence was 
endorsed by every one present: “If women of Virginia want 
anything, and let their men folks know it, they will be 
mighty apt to get it.” 

The guest of honor was. Mrs. Eugene Reilly, of Char- 
lotte, N. C. Mrs. Reilly’s address on the “Evolution of 
the Home” was a charming bit of pathos and humor 

The roll call of clubs showed two withdrawals during 
year and two additions; the withdrawals were due to local 
conditions entirely. The clubs federating are from Alex- 
andria, Bedford, Clifton Forge, Danville, Highland Springs, 
Keysville, Lebanon, Lynchburg, Montvale, Roanoke, Rural 
Retreat, Richmond, Staunton, Chatham and Marion. 

The account of School Fairs in Campbell county was of 
unusual interest ; the State Board of Education has assumed 
this educational movement, and any club interested in 
organizing a county school fair can obtain all needed 
information from the superintendent of rural public schools. 
In Campbell county the attendance of patrons last year was 
4,000, and the association has erected a hall at the cost of 
thirty-one hundred dollars. 
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From the Conservation Committee of the Federation 
comes the report of the passage of the bill for the protection 
of the robin. In the same breath Virginia was arraigned 
for its indifference to the exploitation of its resources for 
the aggrandizement of individual fortunes, and its failure 
to provide adequately for conservation. Quoting from the 
report of the committee: “The women of Virginia asked 
the Virginia Assembly for franchise, for a woman’s college, 
for the life of little robin. They denied the first two, but 
gave them the last, a little thing to amuse and not harm.” 
The attention of the convention was called to the act of 
Legislature providing separate lavatories where the two 
sexes are employed, though but one woman or girl be 
among the number; delegates were asked to see this provi- 
sion maintained in their home towns. Lynchburg has 
established compulsory education, the privilege of any com- 
munity in Virginia, under the State law, employed proba- 
tion officers with juvenile court. The social side of the 
Federation meeting was of the happiest description, from 
clever addresses of Mrs. Reilly, Mrs. Johnson, of Alabama, 
and Virginia’s own Mary Johnston, to the reception given 
by the gracious mistress of Staunton’s oldest and most 
historic home, the old Stewart Mansion, filled with its 
treasures and memories. Mrs. F. E. Brown.

THE PpoLicy of the Music Department of the Woman's 
Club, Raleigh, has always been educational. There has been 
a steady growth in the class of work undertaken, with recent 
study of the music of the German school, culminating this 
year in the life and works of Richard Wagner. Each 
program has been in charge of the best music talent of the 
club, the city and the schools. St. Mary’s “Peace and 
Meredith,” and the programs which have been given, this 
year, especially, show that great care has been taken in their 
preparation. Raleigh certainly owes more than can be 
estimated to the several chairmen of the Music Department 
since the organization of the clubs in 1904, and especially 
to Mrs. Wade R. Brown, who has held that office several 
different years, and again during the past year. These pro- 
grams have been responsible, in a great measure, for the 
improvement along musical lines, to be seen in Raleigh, and 
that they have helped a large number of Raleigh citizens 
to more fully understand and appreciate our Great Annual 
Music Festival, which in itself, is enough to fully repay all 
of the hard work that the Music Department has done. 
The last program of-the year 1911 and 1912—the climax 
of the year’s study will take place April 25. At this time 
Wagner's last and greatest work, ‘‘Parsifal,’’ will be the 
subject, which will be presented and illustrated in a most 


capable and entertaining way by Mr. Wade R. Brown, dean 
of the music school of Meredith College. 

WITH Two splendid business sessions, one in the morn- 
ing and the other in the afternoon, followed by an automo- 
bile trip over some of New Hanover’s good roads, and a 
brilliant reception in the evening, April 18th was observed 
by North Carolina Sorosis (Wilmington) as “Rally Day” 
for the district. Besides having the presence of delegates 
from six neighboring clubs, the local club was honored by 
the presence of Mrs. Robt. R. Cotten, président of the 
Federation, who gave a stirring address. Her remarks 
were full of wisdom and showed a clear insight into all ques- 
tions concerning woman’s work. Reports were heard from 
the visiting delegates, all of which were fine. The depart- 
ment reports of Sorosis were listened to with keen interest. 

THE FEDERATED Clubs of Asheville are working a cam- 
paign for 1,000 members for Civic League. The Woman's 
Club of Asheville is still helping to educate a young girl 
at the State Normal. The literary study during the past 
winter has been ‘Moral Leaders,” and as a fitting close to 
this study, a course of six lectures has recently been given 
on Socrates, Saint Francis of Assisi, Savonarola, Carlyle, 
Emerson and Tolstoi. 

THE WomaAN’s Twentieth Century Club, of. Statesville, 
has enjoyed a most helpful club year. Increased interest 
in home economics has been developed, and with the Bay 
View Course on Italy and Greece, adding readings and 
quotations from Greek and Latin classics. This depart- 
ment has had the use of a valuable set of these translations 
prepared by Marion Mills Miller, L. D. (Princeton), 
editor-in-chief. The members and visitors who have 
traveled in foreign lands frequently have given the club 
addresses upon European countries, and those of South 
America, etc. The Library Extension Department, now 
eight years of age, continues its excellent work this year, 
obtaining 150 new volumes for rural schools, and 100 vol- 
umes for the Carnegie Library collection, in addition to the 
several thousand volumes placed by the club during the 
past eight years, and since the initial meeting of the Fed- 
eration of Winston-Salem in 1902, when the work in 
Statesville was begun by one of two present club members 
ten years ago, and they still continue to lead and direct in 
the work. Music and social pleasures have been wisely 
intermingled with the club work. 

In Marcu the Goldsboro Woman's Club presented a 
lecture to the public by Miss Julia Pauline Leavens, presi- 
dent of the New York Browning Society. Miss Leavens’ 
subject was “Shakespeare’s and Browning’s Women.” On 
April 2d the club held its annual meeting. The reports of 
the officers, the address of the president, and the reports of 
the chairmen of departments indicated that a busy, useful 
year was at a close. The club has now an enrollment of 
eighty-three members. During the past year the expendi- 
tures amounted to $226.05. After the formal meeting 
several musical selections were rendered, and the members 
enjoyed a social hour over light refreshments. On April 
17th the Goldsboro Woman's Club entertained the six clubs 
in her district at a “club rally.” The clubs represented are 
those of Clinton, Fremont, Faison, Kinston, New Bern and 
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Morehead City. Mrs. Cotten, president of the Federa- 
tion, added much to the occasion by the encouragement of 
her presence and her inspiring address. A short report or 
message was given from each of the clubs. The Federa- 
tion song was sung by the clubwomen, and other vocal and 
instrumental selections were rendered. The rally was a 
great pleasure to all present; it served as an inspiration 
toward better, more earnest club work and deepened the 
feeling of pride in and loyalty to the State Federation.

THE Crvic DEPARTMENT of the Raleigh Woman’s Club 
is working for a city plan at a cost of $750.00, which 
demonstrates their devotion to the good of the city. The 
plan will provide for a natural, beautiful and inexpensive 
extension of the city. Provisions be made for proper 
streets, boulevards and parks, suitable places for future 
monuments and public buildings. Each one of the seven 
working departments of the Woman’s Club is thoroughly 
alive and accomplishing noble service in the capital city. 


THE Kinston WomMAN’s CLUvzB is planning work of vital 
importance to Lenoir county for the year 1912. The plan 
of the club is to offer prizes for the best exhibits of house- 
hold arts and garden products brought in by children in 
Lenoir county under the ages of 12 and 16 years. If suff- 
cient interest is manifested by adults to warrant the club 
to add a free-for-all class, prizes will be added to meet the 
needs. The real purpose of this work is educational, 
because in striving for perfection not only the actor himself 
is helped, but every one who sees his effort. Then the dis- 
play of Lenoir county products, even in such a small way, 
may stimulate the county to inaugurate a permanent fair, 
which means so much to the progress of the farming com- 
munity.

gain will come from having an extension on the second 
floor of the house. In some respects a greater gain will 
come from placing the telephone box at the head of the 
stairs, and having about fifty feet of flexible wire, so that 
the instrument can be used in almost any room in the house. 
When the “party” is “out’? make it a rule to leave your 
number. Also make it a rule to use the mails freely when 
you cannot reach people by telephone. Drop a line telling 
that you wish to talk with them. Frequently it will be well 
to write the exact facts and send by mail, using the tele- 
phone merely to interest them. But don’t let several days 
go by without reaching someone when a postal card would 
inform them of your desire. These suggestions are samples 
of many “wrinkles” clubwomen and social workers may 
well study out for the benefit of their coworkers. 


Learn to use the typewriter, securing a second-hand one 
cheaply. Seek to understand how much help can be gained 
from the use of carbon paper. Study the uses of the ver- 
tical file. and the card index and their simple adaptations to

RESIDENT'S Message. The letter from the president, 

Mrs. Moore, this month explains the late date for the 
San Francisco Biennial, June 24-July 5, and comments on 
the possible weather at this season, and anticipates a pleas- 
ant summer on Pacific coast. 


ProGRAM—the informal part of the San Fran- 
cisco Biennial program will consist of a meeting of the 
Board of Directors on Monday, June 24th; in the evening 
a complimentary concert tendered by the Local Biennial 
Board in the Auditorium; meeting of the council on Tues- 
day morning, the conference for the Bureau of Information 
in the afternoon, and at the same hour a reception by the 
Local Biennial Board in the ball room of the Palace Hotel. 
Tuesday evening will be devoted to addresses of welcome 
and greetings. The convention will be formally opened on 
Wednesday morning. Wednesday night will be State 
Presidents’ evening, when each State President will answer 
the question, “How has the General Federation best helped 
your State?” Having this evening placed early on the pro- 
gram is an innovation which will enable all delegates to 
know who the State Presidents are at the beginning of the 
Biennial. The other evenings will be given to Household 
Economics, Thursday; ‘Vocational Guidance,” by Dr. Laura 
Gill, Saturday; Public Health, Monday; Legal and Eco- 
nomic Status of Il’omen, Tuesday; Art—Three Centuries 
of Art in America, \Vednesday; “Declaration of Peace,” 
Mrs. Frances Squire Potter, and Baroness Bertha von 
Suttner, of Vienna, July 4th, and Friday will be President's 
evening, when the program is entirely arranged by the presi- 
dent’ of the General Federation. The other departments 
will have sessions in the morning, and every afternoon 
there will be two conferences. Friday, June 28th, will be 
given up to a holiday, all delegates enjoying a trip through 
the Santa Clara Valley. Sunday afternoon, June 30th, 
there will be a Vesper service in the Calvary Presbyterian 
church, arranged by Miss Woolley, of Mt. Holyoke Col- 
lege, and an address by Dr. Luella Carson, president of 
Mills College. The election of officers will take place on 
Wednesday afternoon, July 3d, p. m., 2-6, during the con- 
ference on literature (in charge of Mrs. Potter) and music 
(in charge of Mrs. Maxwell). Tuesday afternoon, July 2d, 
there will be a musical in the Greek Theatre at Berkeley, 
planned and executed by courtesy of Local Biennial Board, 
followed by a drive around the Bay Cities, after which tea 
will be served in the various club homes. Thursday, July 


4th, will be spent in a drive through Golden Gate Park, | 


an excursion on the bay by Chamber of Commerce, and 
visits to the settlements, playgrounds and club houses, and 
D. A. R. reception. The collegiate alumnz will entertain 
college women Saturday afternoon, June 29. All sessions 
of Biennial will be held in Sutter Street Pavilion, after- 
noon conferences in Golden Gate Commandery Hall, adjoin- 
ing the pavilion; headquarters for all States have been pro- 
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vided by Local Biennial Board. Of the thirty-five speakers 
on the program only three are men, and all States are rep- 
resented. The Utah State Federation expects to entertain 
all delegates passing through Salt Lake City and Oregon 
from June 20-24; each delegation will be entertained with 
a tea, an automobile drive around the city and an organ 
recital on Tabernacle organ. Delegates passing through 
Oregon will be taken to Ogden Canon with luncheon at the 
Mountain Inn.

THE LITERATURE Committee, through its chairman, Mrs. 
Frances Squire Porter, has had prepared for use among 
clubs an article on “Southern Negro Folk Lore,’ and an 
outline on “A Soul's Tragedy,” by Browning, in com- 
memoration of the Browning Centennial. These two care- 
fully prepared articles are on file in the Keystone Reci- 
procity Bureau, and may be had upon application. Both 
articles could be used at a club meeting, and would prove 
stimulating in a literary way. 

THE HOLDER of the English scholarship, Miss Point, 
writes from Oxford to Mrs. Barnum, chairman of Educa- 
tion, expressing her gratitude to the General Federation for 
the opportunities she has enjoyed the past two years, and 
says: 


“I shall try to complete here at Oxford some general study in sociology, 
and work at a thesis with a view to presenting it for the doctor’s degree 
at Columbia University, in America. I have the advantage here at 
Oxford of the assistance and advice of R. R. Marett, the Professor of 
Authropology and Philosophy here. He has been very kind and offered 
to act as my tutor, although this function is usually delegated to instruc- 
tors of lower rank. 

“Every one here at Oxford has taken a great interest in the scholar- 
ship—especially those who are in charge of woman’s education here. As 
for myself, I am enjoying it thoroughly. It is a most interesting 
experience to get a glimpse of the working of a great university such as 
this. I take lectures with Mr. Marett on authropology; Mr. Farnell, the 
great expert in Greek myths, and Mr. McDougall, whose work on social 
psychology has given him an international reputation.” 


Music DEPARTMENT.—This committee, through its chair- 
man, Mrs. Lawrence Maxwell, Cincinnati, Ohio, has com- 
municated with all State chairmen of music and has given 
much individual assistance to inquiring clubs. At the 
Memphis council meeting the department of music received 
from the California State Federation, by the courtesy of the 
trustees at Berkeley, an invitation to give an entertainment 
in the theatre during the Bienntal of 1912, at San Francisco. 
The chairman of the department of music, with the able 
assistance of Mrs. Agnes Freyberger, of Minneapolis, first 
vice chairman, at once considered the importance of its pro- 


gram. Realizing the largeness of the theatre, and its won- 


derful classic architecture, the plan was a pageant, a series 
of tableaux, representing the revolution of music from the 
year 1400, was devised. From that day to this we have 
been working to its successful culmination. This program 
was endorsed by the General Federation Board; but, alas! 
we now learn that only fifty minutes can be allowed us on 
the program of the Biennial meeting, as the pleasure drive 
is included in the same afternoon; thus, it being impossible 
to readjust our program to the changed conditions, we must 
abandon this long-cherished and ambitious project of the 
department. 


It is greatly regretted by many States that the plan 
was abondoned, as such a musical pageant would have 
proved a great inspiration to many delegates, and would 
have added dignity and artistic merit to the Biennial pro- 
gram. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the Household Economics Committee, 
Mrs. Olof Guldlin, makes a plea for interest in housing 
conditions, as they form the foundation for all work on 
sanitation. This question of housing reform is a vital one 
in the South, where so many servants live in their own 
homes, and not in the home of the family where they are 
employed, and where so much laundry work is done in the 
negro yard. The conditions of houses of our servants 
means much for the health of the entire family. 

THE CHAIRMAN OF HEALTH, Mrs. Crockett, makes a 
plea for prevention of infant mortality and presents articles 
urging the importance of birth and death registration, 
proper care of children, and of pure milk stations. She 


then presents carefully prepared articles on the Midwife 


Problem, This and Summer Diarrhea and Rural Nursing, 
all of which bear on this main subject of infant mortality. 


THE Art DEPARTMENT, through its chairman, Mrs. Pat- 
terson, urges all clubs who wish to use any of the traveling 
collections, oils, water colors or etchings, to communicate 
with her at once, so that she can make dates for the next 
itinerary. The collection of oil paintings loaned by the 
Chicago Society of Artists left Chicago February 28, and 
has been on exhibition at Nashville, Martin and Jackson, 
Tenn., and Atlanta, Ga., and fourteen cities in Georgia, 
while Idaho has twenty-one towns who want it.. The water 
colors exhibited and etching collection is going around in 
Wisconsing, Minnesota, the Dakotas and Idaho. ‘The 
Ceromic collection consists of thirty pieces of highest grade 
of workmanship. 


SERvICE REFORM COMMITTEE commends the 
work of Mrs. Tabor, chairman of Civil Service Reform 
Committee, of Massachusetts Federation, in her organiza- 
tion of a public class for the study of the State and munici- 
pal civil service. This is a public class, held in a public 
building, and open to all women who wish to know more 
about the government under which they live. The class 
meets monthly in Boston Public Library, and any woman of 
the city or vicinity is welcome as a member or visitor. The 
departments of the city and State governments and what 
citizens can do to assist this work are explained by city and 
State officials. Outside study is carried on too, as Mrs. 
Tabor uses a manual or outline for study, and a professor 
from high school is reader, questioning the class at each 
meeting. This plan is recommended to all clubwomen, and 
in smaller towns such a class could easily become a social 
event. After the lecture and the quiz and discussion, light 
refreshments could be served. The chief point of the class 


is to get the city and State officials to speak about the depart- — 


ments of government, and to get the people to come and 
listen.

Every city, town 
and county have their part of the unwritten history of the 
South a story, that can only adequately be gotten in its liv- 
ing details in that locality. This is the work of.the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy to collect the data, the records, to 
sift the truth now from traditions while it may yet be veri- 
fied, rather than to reproduce in literary papers well known 
events of history already recorded. As we are a unique 
order in perpetuating the glories of unvictorious arms, let 
us also be remarkable for having appreciated the greatness 
of our opportunities, and the value of history and historical 
setting before the perspective of many lapsing years brings 
it into bold relief. A complete outline of how and what 
this work should consist of was given in a late issue of The 
Keystone, and has been mailed to each chapter, so that we 
need not go into the minutiz. 


AN UNMARKED Spot—The fact that Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, the second in command to General Lee, sur- 
rendered his army as one of the very last events of Con- 
federate history on North Carolina soil, is seldom empha- 
sized. But not far from the limits of the city of 
Durham, N. C., stands the little old farm house and a 
spreading tree where the surrender took place. It has been 
unofficially reported to us that the Confederate organiza- 
tions of Durham wilhfittingly mark this spot and take steps 
to preserve all the local bits of its history and relics. This 
is a splendid work and we hope that its completion is 
as sure as the cause merits.

CHILDREN’s CHAPTERS—The circular setting forth the 
details of how the State banner shall be awarded is now 


being sent to the chapters. A thorough knowledge of the 
Confederate catechism will be the first point; the chapter 
whose members most nearly all know the catechism, the 
book of Mrs. John P. Allison, of Concord, is the one 
required. Proportionate increase in membership, amount 
of work accomplished, which will include aid to veterans, 
monument funds, pictures bought for schools, educational 
work of any kind, and all financial work for the Confed- 
erate cause of whatever nature, and finally the chapter who, 
through its leader, mother chapter or members, causes most 
new chapters of the children of the Confederacy to be 
organized. The points will count in the order mentioned, 
well grounded Confederate history and truth ranking of 
first importance. There is no age limit to admission in 
North Carolina. All children of proper record under 
eighteen years are eligible. Two chapters, if one is of boys 
and one of girls, may exist in the same town under one 
mother chapter; college chapters may be organized directly 
under the State Division and independent of a local chapter. 
The Fassifern Chapter, Miss Kate Shipp, leader, of Lin- 
colnton, is so far the only State college chapter. The work 
of a college chapter would be to see that Red Letter Con- 
federate Days do not pass unnoticed in college communi- 
ties ; the bulletin board, bits of bunting and flags that school 
girls know so well how to use effectively, will add the note 
of patriotism; the reading room and library is another fer- 
tile field of endeavor aside from the usual U. D. C. work, 
which could be adopted or not, for the U. D. C. would not 
desire to burden or interfere with the educational routine. 
These circulars should be preserved carefully, and leaders 
must have their reports in the hands of the chairman, Mrs. 
Gordon Finger, Charlotte, by October 1, formed as answers 
to these questions: Chapter membership 75, of these 64 
recite catechism perfectly. Increase in membership 30 
(financial and active details of work). Three new chap- 
ters aided to organize (name), Monroe, N. C. (name), 
Raleigh, N. C., etc. Questions will be answered in regard 
to organizing new chapters, though the circular really has 
all the needed information, but not in the other questions 
of how to win the banner, which can only be held one year 
unless won a second time. The committee, except the chair- 
men, are all leaders and will, therefore, be contestants for 
the prize, and the president and secretary of the Division 
will act with the chairman in awarding the banner, which 
will be done at the Salisbury Convention.

O the United Daughters of the Confederacy :—Near 

Washington is Arlington, the home of Robert E. Lee; 
we go to Washington in November and are there to lay 
with impressive ceremonies the corner stone of the Arling- 
ton monument. This will attract attention far and wide 
and every one will ask how much money we have on hand 
and how much must be raised and how soon. What will 
our answer be? We have only half the amount now.

source of American history unrivalled in the country. The 
United States Government has already made use of these 
records.

The Abolition Crusade and Its Consequences (four periods of Ameri- 
can history), by Hilary A. Herbert, LL.

In this volume he traces the anti-slavery crusade of 1831-1860, devoling 
most of the book to that period; he briefly reviews “Secession and four 
years of war, 1861-65;” then “Reconstruction, under the Lincoln-Johnson 
Plan, with the overthrow by Congress of that plan and the rule of the 
negro and the carpetbagger, 1865-1876.” 4th. “Restoration of  self- 
government in the South and its results that have followed.” 

With energy, historic grasp and a thorough familiarity with his subject 
he has made a permanent and dispassionate record of the steps of this 
great movement, with its baneful influences, and shows the possibilities 
of what might have been a peaceful adjustment of the great Problem. 
He quotes from unassailable authorities and brings out two points seldom 
stressed in general history—namely, the presence of an anti-slavery sen- 
timent in the South prior to the 1831 movement at the North, and the 
fact that there was a strong anti-abolition sentiment at the North. 

This book, in MSS. form, was endorsed by the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy at their annual convention at Richmond, Va., in 1911. 
It should be read by all students of American history, and U. D. C. 
Chapter historians will find it an excellent basis for a year’s historical 
program for Chapter meetings. As a supplementary reader for high 
school courses in history it is highly recommended for its clear, concise 
and practical style. 

A prefatory note by the eminent historian, James Ford Rhodes, in 
which he bespeaks a hearing for the book, is an indication of his valuation 
of it as a contribution to American history.
